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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication In this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Hirai 
(US20030031469). 

Fig.1 shows a digital recording apparatus to which a signal obtained by 
subjecting signals on a plurality of channels to time division multiplexing is inputted 
comprising: 

• storage means (6), which stores compression rate information (p.3 col.1 
11.59-60) 

• compression means and a compression circuit (3) {p.3 col.1 II. 34-5) for 
performing every time the signal corresponding tone field is inputted, 
compression processing using the compression rate stored in the 
compression rate storage area 

• compression rate control means and a compression rate control circuit 
(10) (p.3 col.1 11.41-58) for updating, every time the signal corresponding 
to one field has been compressed by the compression means, the c rate 
stored in the compression rate storage area, corresponding to the inputted 
signal, in the storage means to such a value that an amount of coding 
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after the compression approaches a predetermined target amount of 



coding on the basis of the amount of coding after the compression and the 



target amount of coding.
